could be the last four digits of a guy named Winson in NO. or, Jim said the 

digits matched arols Marcello's motel in NO. The Rosen name I found out in 1975 
is Randolph Erwin Rosenson, a pill head who was in the same towns I was in several 
times while I was on escape. The committee had him in„the Andrew Johnson hotel 
in Knoxville in June 19 77 when I escaped (The Andrew Johnson was owned by a Boyd 
Cloud = patronage chief for Rav Bianton~the ex-gov. who is now in fed. prison). 
Also, the committee, in their B£ntom Book publication "Final assassinations report" 
is where I learned Roseonsen had been in the towns I was in during the escape 
period. .Anyway he obviously didn't have any knowledge of the K case— someone may 

have been using him since a tr. of a drug trial where he was a defendant evidenced 

he was a gov. in-formant.
